HE above-mentioned libel  fets 

forth, that John Hooke Campbell, 
otherwife John Campbell Hooke, Efq. 
Lord Lyon King at-Arms, for the king’ 
dom of Scotland, in the year 1762, being 
then a bachelor of the age of twenty-one 
years, and upwards, made his courtfhip . 
and addreffes in the way of marriage to 
Elizabeth Euftatia Campbell, (then Eli- 
zabeth Euftatia Baflett, of Atherington, 
in the county of Devon, fpinfter) of the 
age of twenty-one years and upwards ; 
SF on or about the thirty-firft of Auguft, 
in the faid ee 1702, they were lawfully 
joined 
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joined together in holy matrimony, accord- 
ing to the rites and ceremonies of the 
church of England: that immediately 
after the folemnization of the faid mar- 
riage, the faid John Hooke Campbell, 
Eig. and Elizabeth Euftatia Campbell, 
lived and cohabited together at bed and — 
board, as’ lawful hufband and wife, and 
confummated the faid marriage, by carnal | 
copulation, and procreation of children: 
that, from the time of. the faid marriage, 
till about the latter end of the year 1773, 
the faid John Hooke Campbell, conftantly 
behaved to his faid wife with the greateft 
love, tendernefs, and affeG@tion; and that, 
during that time, the faid Elizabeth Eu-_ 
ftatia Campbell was delivered of five chil- 
dren, begotten on her body by the faid 
John Hooke Campbell, who were legally 
baptized by the names of Matthew, Hen- 
rietta, Euftatia, Charlotte, and Louifa: 
that, about the latter end of the year 
1773, the faid Elizabeth Euftatia Camp- | 
bell went to Bath, for the benefit of the 
waters, and the education of her children, 
and took her three eldeft daughters with

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her for that purpofé, and continued to 
tefide at Bath, and in the neighbourhood 
thereof, till about the month of April 
lat, when fhe removed to Richmond, in - 
the county of Surry: that the faid Eliza- 
beth Euftatia Campbell was and is a very 


_Joofe woman, and of a luftful and wicked 


difpofition, .and, during the time fhe re- 
fided at Bath and’Richmond, fhe fecretly 
kept company with William Wade, Efg. — 


with whom fhé committed the foul crime 


of adultery: that, the better to carry on 
an adulterous intercourfe with the faid 
William Wade, fhe, about Chriftmas 1776, 
left her lodgings, and removed into a 
houfe fhe had taken in Brook Street, in 
the city of Bath; that afterwards the vifits 
of the faid William Wade became ex- 
tremely frequent, he generally coming to 
vifit her after the public-rooms at Bath 
were over, and fometimes accompanying 
her home in her carriage, and ftaying with 


her alone till one or two o’clock in the 


morning ; that: one evening, after Mr. 


Wade had vifited Mrs. Campbell,: and’ _ 
was gone, as Jane Guyther, her houfe-

had refided at'Bath about half a year ; and 
that fhe came there for hér health, and 
the education of her daughters: that the | 
had three young ladies, her daughters, 
who then refided with her: that, in about 
half a year after the deponent had been 
with Mrs. Campbell, he firft faw Mr. 
Campbell, her hufband, the producent in 
this caufe, who came from his country- 
feat at. Bangefton, in Pembrokefhire, to 
Bath, and brought with him his youngeft 
daughter: that, the faid Mr. Campbell 
ftaid at Bath, and lived and cohabited 
with Mrs. Campbell, his wife, for about 
fix or feven weeks, and then returned into 
Wales, leaving his wife and her four 
daughters at Bath; and, in about half a

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year afterwards, Mr. Campbell came again 
to Bath, and ftaid with Mrs. Catinpbell 
a few weeks, as he had done before : that, 
at fuch times as Mr. Campbell came and 
tefided with his wife, as aforefaid, they 
-lived and cohabited together like lawful 
hufband and wife, and feemed to be very 
happy together ; and the deponent never 
heard an angry word pafs between them ; : 
the deponent further faith, that, from |

bell, at or near Bath; and, about April 
laft, Mrs. Campbell and her four daugh- 
ters removed to Richmond in Surry, (where 
her fon» was at {chool) and the deponent — 
continued to live with her at Richmond for 
about two months, and left her there in 
June laft, and hath never lived: with her

fince: the deponent further faith; that 
Mrs. Campbell is a very genteel woman, 
and very modeft and decent in her con- 
verfation and behaviour, to all appearance ;.

(or as they called it, the dining-room, 
where Mrs. Campbell ufually fat) joined 
to the bed-chamber. where Mrs. Campbell 
lay ; and there was.a door opened into the 
faid bed-chamber, out of the faid drawing- 
room, and which was the ufual way of 
going out of that room into the. bed- 
chamber ; but there was another door ‘to 
-the faid bed-chamber, which opened on 
the landing-place mear the ftair-cafe: the 
deponent further faith, that he well re- 
members, Mrs. Campbell’s telling the de- 

ponent one morning, that fhe was at home 
to no one perfon whatever, unlefs. It was 
Mr. Wade: and the deponent further 
faith, that his prefent mafter, Mr. Camp- 
bell, «never was’ in Brook ‘Street, or in 
company with Mr. Wade there ; and, as. 
far as the deponent knows ‘or recollects, 
Mr. Campbell hath never {een or ‘vifited ’

This deponent further depofes and fays, , 
that, fome time in or about April, 1777, 
as the deponent beft recollects the time;

been waiting for Mrs: Campbell’s return, 
two of three hours’: that’Mrs: Campbell _ 
and Mr. Wade feemed very chearful,’ and 
pleafed in-each other’s company, as far as: 
the déponent :faw, but. he was not per- 
tnitted to wait at table; and it was not, 
in general, cuftomary for the fervants to 
wait, unlefs the company was'large: ‘that 
the young ladies did not fleep in their own 
chamber that night,» but lay up-in the 
garret, and continued fo to do, as the ide- 
ponent believes: that, a little before: one © 
o'clock, Mr. Wade went to bed in the 
chamber which the young ladies had left ; 
and” one of the. fervant-maids (named 
Lloyd) came to the deponent and told 
him, her miftrefs defired he would go into 
Mr.: Wade’s room, and afk him if ‘he 
wanted any thing?’ ‘That the deponent did 
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fo, and Mr. Wade ordered the deponent 
to come again in about ten minutes, and 
fetch his candle away; and the deponent 
fetched the candle away as direéted; and 
Mr. Wade was then in bed in the faid 
chamber, which chamber-door was di- 
rectly oppofite the door of Mrs. Camp- 
bell’s bed-chamber, the paflage only divi- 
ding the two rooms: that the deponent 
then went down ftairs, and ftaid about 
half an hour, when he went up ftairs 
again; and, as he fufpected, there was an 
improper connection, or intimacy, between 
Mrs. Campbell and Mr. Wade, he went 
pretty near Mrs. Campbell’s chamber- 
room, and every thing was then quiet; 
but hearing fomebody coming down the 
gatret ftairs, he ftepped back a little, and 
plainly faw Mrs. Campbell coming down 
the garret ftairs; and fhe had a cloak on; 
and a bed-gown, and a candle in her 
hand; and the deponent then faw her go © 
into ‘her own bed-chamber, oppofite Mr. 
Wade's room: that the deponent was 
then in the dark, and ftood on the ftairs 
near the faid chamber-doors; that, in 

| about 
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about a minute or two Mrs. Campbell’s 
room-door was opened, and, from the 
light occafioned thereby, the deponent faw 
the thadow of Mrs. Campbell, who ftood 
at her door; and he heard her fay, in a 
low voice, or whifpering kind of tone, 
You may come now ; and the deponent then 
faw Mr. Wade come out of his cham- 
ber, (the door of which he thut to at the 
time) and go directly into Mrs. Campbell’s 
bed-chamber, and her room-door was 
then immediately fhut to: that the depo- 
nent cannot fay whether Mr. Wade was in 
his fhirt only, or not, at that time, as he 
pafled fo very quickly: that the deponent 
went directly and put his ear to Mrs. 
Campbell’s bed- chamber-door, and plainly 
heard two perfons get into bed, one after 
the other; and the bed crdcked as they 
got into it; that the deponent kept liften- 
ing at the door, and heard Mr. Wade and 
Mrs. Campbell laugh, ,and {peak to each 
other (as if in bed) feveral times; but 
they whifpered fo that the deponent could 
not diftinguith what they faid, except 
that, in about fix or fevén minutes after |

in the morning, when he heard fomebody 
get out of bed; and, in lefs. than a 
minute’s time, Mr. Wade came. out of | 
Mrs. Campbell’s bed-chamber, and. went 
into his. own room,.and the. deponent 
faw him go into his own room, but 
not fo diftinétly as he had feen him, go 
into. Mrs. Campbell’s. room: that, as — 
Mr. Wade was opening his room-door, 
the lock and door made a noife; and 
the deponent plainly heard Mrs. Camp- 
bell fay, ‘ Don’t make fuch a noife;”

Campbell’s room, he heard the bed crack, 
or make a noife, a fecond time: and the 
deponent faith, that, from all the cir- 
cumftances aforefaid, he doth fincerely and 
in his confctence believe, that the {aid 
William Wade, Efq. and the faid Eliza- 
beth Euftatia Campbell, had, at the time 
the deponent ‘heard them in bed together, 
as aforefaid, the carnal ufe and knowledge 
of each other’s bodies, and committed the 
crime of adultery together: and the de- 
ponent. further faith, that Mrs. Campbell 
was up, and down {ftairs the faid morn- 
ing, before Mr. Wade; and the ordered 
the deponent to go to Mr. Wade, and fee 
if he wanted any thing; and the deponent 
accordingly went into Mr. Wade’s bed- 
chamber, and Mr. Wade was then in bed, » 
who faid he did not want the deponent:

an half; that near an hour of that time, 
they were together in the room without e 
candles, or any light, and it was then after 
dark: that the deponent then took an op- 
portunity of liftening at the parlour-door, 
and he heard a ruftling of cloaths, as if 
Mrs. Campbell and Mr. Wade were toge- 
ther on the baadert and he alfo heard! a

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moife, as if panting of breath, and whif- 
pering; and. much fuch a noife (fave the 
cracking of a bed) as he heard when Mr. 
Wade was in Mrs. Campbell’s bed-cham- 
ber: and the deponent did then, and {till 
doth verily: believe, that Mr. Wade and 
Mrs. Campbell were then committing the 
crime of adultery together, by having the 
carnal ufe and knowledge of each other’s 
bodies; that, as foon as fuch noife was 
ever, the parlour-bell rang, and Mrs. 
Campbell came to the parlour-door, and 
_ {poke to the deponent, (who had juft left 
the door, and was gone down towards the 
kitchen, though he had then turned 
about, and appeared as if coming up ftairs) - 
and ordered him to bring candles, and 
fome wine and water, and cake, which 
the deponent accordingly brought; and in — 
about half an hour afterwards Mr. Wade 
went away. 
Fo the two letters, or paper-writings, 
marked B and C, and now produced and 
fhewn to the deponent, he faith, that, 
during the time he lived. with Mrs. 
apphens at Richmond, fhe very fre- 

quently 
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quently gave the deponent letters to put 
into the poft, directed to Mr. Johnfon, 2 
taylor in Beaufort Square, Bath; and 
when’ they firft came to live at Richmond, 


- fearce a day paffed, but what the deponent 


put a letter thus directed to Mr. Johnfon, 
into the poft-office at Richmond, to go to 
Bath ; and the deponent well remembers 
one day, the latter‘end of May, or -begin- 
ning of June lait, that Mrs. Campbell

it inclofed a letter, fealed up and fuper- 


{cribed .in Mrs. Campbell's | own hand- 
writing, ‘ William Wade, Efg.” that 
the deponent read the whole of the faid 
letter, and afterwards locked it up in his 
box: that, a day or two afterwards, Mrs. 

Campbell gave this deponent. another. let- 
ter to put into the poft, which was di- 
¢ ~ rected 
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tefted to ** Mrs. Bagfhaw, Mrs. Croom’s, 
s¢ New King Street, Bath ;” that Mrs. 
Bagfhaw being Mrs. Campbell’s own maid, 
{but at that time lying-in at Bath) the 
deponent thought there might be fome- 
thing in the letter to her, concerning Mr. 
Wade, and therefore did not put the faid 
letter. into the poft, as he was diredted, 
but opened it, and»read it, and then put 
at into'his box; and the deponent, about 
a week afterwards, took an opportunity of 
giving both the faid letters to one Mr. 
M‘Andrew, a gentleman who tranfacted 
bufinefs in London for Mr. Campbell, 
afid he faid he would take care that Mr. 
Campbell fhould have them; but‘the de- 
ponent did not give Mr. M‘Andrew the 
cover, directed to Mr. Johnfon, inclofing 
the letter addreficd to William Wade, Efg. 
the deponent not thinking the cover of 
any confequence, as the letter inclofed 
was dire€ted to William Wade, Efq. The 
deponent further faith, that two or three 
days after he had given the faid letters to 
Mr. M‘Andrew, Mrs. Campbell told the 
deponent, that one or two of the letters

had mifcarried; and, a day or two after- 
wards, the deponent was fent to London 
with Matter. Campbell,-and when he re- 
turned that day to Richmond, his brother, 
Benjamin Harris, (who was alfo a footman 
to Mrs. Campbell) told him in the even- 
ing, that his, the deponent’s box had 
been fearched, | for the deponent’s brother 
having fome things in the faid box, kept 
the key that day, and. miffed the cover, 
for he knew of the tranfaction relative to 
the letters: that the next morning Mrs. 
- Campbell taxed the deponent with having 
«wo or three of her letters, and fhe faid 
that her name was not figned to the let- 
ters, and that one of them. was. directed 
to Johnfon the taylor; fhe faid likewife, . 
that the had proof in her pocket, (by 
which, the deponent imagines fhe meant 
the aforefaid cover) that the deponent had 
had her letters; and alfo faid, that if he 
had not delivered them to any body, and

ponent was again with the faid Doctor 
Hunter, but whether he fent for the de- 
ponent, or whether fhe went of her own 
accord to him, fhe cannot ‘fay, and the 
deponent afked Doétor Hunter who the 
lady was? And faid, that fhe wanted to 
know who the lady was before fhe went to 
her; and then the deponent faid, the world 
was all in an uproar about the Dutchefs of 
Grafton, and afked if it was her? Andthe 
faid Do&tor Hunter anfwered, that it was 
the Dutchefs of Grafton; and the further 
faith, that between fix and feven o’clock 
jn the. morning of the twenty-third day of 
Augutt laft, the faid Dutchefs of Grafton’s 
butler, William Trays, came to the de- 
ponent's houfe in Haden Street, and told 
the deponent there was a poft-chaife and 
four ready, and that the deponent muft 
go down immediately to the Dutchefs ; 
that the faid William Trays told the de- 

ponent 
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ponent to get herfelf ready, and that whilft 
fhe was preparing herfelf, he would run 
to Doctor Hunter with a note, and he © 
came back to fee if the deponent was 
ready, and told the. deponent that the 
doctor was not at home, but that they had 
fent his fervant to fee for him; and the 
deponent and the fatd William Trays fet 
off together in the faid poft«chaife and 
four, and went as. faft as poflible to her 
Grace’s houfe at Combe, about two miles;

The Depofition of Fofeph Southall. 


JOSEPH SOUTHALL, late footman 
to her Grace the Dutchefs of Grafton, one 
of the parties in this caufe, now living in 
Park Street, Grofvenor Square, aged forty- 
one years, a witnefs produced and fworn, 
depofes and fays, that, in the year 1751, 
or 52, he went to. live as a fervant with 
Lord and Lady Sandes, and, by their vifit- 
ing their Graces the Duke and Dutchefs 
of Grafton, parties in this caufe, the de- 
ponent came firft to know them; and on 
er about the third day of September, 
2 : 1762, 
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1762, the deponent went to live as a foot- : 
man with their faid Graces, at their/houfe 
in Bond Street, and the deponent conti- 
nued in the fervice of his Grace the Duke 
of Grafton, till the eighth or ninth of 
December, 1764; when the deponent left 
his Grace’s fervice, and went to live as a 
footman with her Grace the Dutchefs of 
Grafton, in the houfe of her father the 
Lord Ravenfworth, in St. James’s Square; 
and continued in her fervice till the ninth 
of November laft: and the deponent fur- 
ther faith, that whilft he lived as a foot- 
man with the Duke and Dutchefs in Bond 
Street, the Duke hath come home at 
eleven or twelve o'clock in the evening, 
_ and feeing a great many fervants in the 
hall, he hath enquired of the porter, and 
finding a great deal of company, and that 
they were card parties, the Duke hath 
turned back and went out of the houfe; 
and, at other times, when his Grace came 
home and found a great deal of company, 
he would call for his Valet de Chambre, 
and take candles and go into his library, 
and never ufed to be feen afterwards; fo. 


Pe that. 
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that the deponent apprehended? his Grace’ 
went to bed: and he further faith, that’ 
her Grace ufed frequently to have com-- 
pany and card parties, and the Duke ufed 
feldom to be of the party; and, on that? 
account, the: deponent apprehended there 
was fome difagreements, or that thé Duke — 
did not ‘approve of it: and he further 
faith, that, fome time in the month of 
September, 1764, after her Grace -had- 
laid-in’ of Lord Charles Fitz Roy, her 
Grace fet off for thé feat of her father 
Lord Ravenfworth in the North; and, _ 
whilit her Grace was in the North, it was 
commonly reported that fhe would ‘come 
no more to live with the Duke ; and that, 
from that time, their Graces were to live” 
feparate and apart from each other. 
. He further depofes and fays, that in the 
latter end of November, 1764, his Grace’s 
{teward received a letter from the Dutchets, 
wn which her Grace mentioned, that if the 
deponent had no objections, the deponent 
fhould come and live with her Grace; 
that fhe fhould be in town fvoon,: at her 
father’s, Lord Rayenfworth’s, in St, James's. 
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Square; and a fecond letter came to the 
fteward in which ‘her Grace mentioned, 
that fhe fhould be in town the eighth or 
ninth of December, and on the faid day, 
the deponent left his.Grace’s fervice and 
wént to the houfe of Lord Ravenfworth, 
in St. James’s Square, and prefently after- 
wards her Grace arrived in town, and the 
deponent let her Grace out of the chaife: 
that her Grace continued at Lord Ravenf- 
worth’s till after Chriftmas, as he beft re- 
members ; 3 from whence fhe removed to a 
houfe which fhe had taken in Grofvenor 
Street, and continued there about two 
years, and from thence removed to her 
prefent habitation in Seymour Place: and

the faid eighth or ninth of December, 
1764, to the ninth of November laft, 
when he deponent left her Grace’s fervice,

pany with the Dutchefs, nor did he to his. 
knowledge or belief, . ever come .to: her. 
Grace’s houfe, or the Dutchefs go to his 
houfe; and the deponent, does verily and. 
in his confcience -believe, by reafon pf 
their living feparate and apart from each — 

other, and the deponent conftantly being. 
in the fervice of her Grace, and never 
feeing or knowing that they were toge- 
ther, that fince the time of her Grace’s fo 
leaving the Duke’s houfe in Bond Street» 
his faid Grace hath never had the carnal 
ufe of the body. of the faid Dutchefs of 
Grafton, his wife, or ever had any con-, 
verfation or perfonal intercourfe with her 
Grace, or ever been in her Grace’s com-. 
pany. | 
He further depofes and fays, mie after. 
her Grace’s feparation from the Duke, fhe. 
was frequently vifited by the Right Hon. 
the Earl of Upper Offory ; and the depo- 
nent believes that the faid Earl of Upper. 
Offory, and her Grace the Dutchefs of, 
Grafton, were very intimate together, as, 
will more fully appear in 1 his depofition to 
feveral 
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feveral of the following articles. of the 
libel, on which he is now examined, and 
further referring himfelf thereto, he can- 
not depofe to the faid article. . 

He further depofes and fays, that, in 
the f{ummer of the year, 1767, her Grace 
the Dutchefs of Grafton went to Bright- 
helmftone, in the county of Suffex, and the 
deponent attended her there; and foon 
after her Grace’s arrival there, the Earl of 
Offory came down to Brighthelmftone, and 
took a lodging oppofite to her Grace’s 
lodgings; and the deponent believes, that, — 
on the day of his arrival, he came to fee 
her Grace; and afterwards the faid Earl 
of Offory ufed conftantly to be there with 
her Grace, like one of her family; that 
letters and meffages paft almoft daily 
between the faid Lord Offory and her 
Grace, and feldom two days paffed but the 
faid Lord Offory vifited her Grace; and 
by her Grace’s orders to the deponent and 
the reft of her fervants, his lordfhip was 
always admitted; and when his lordfhip 
was with her Grace, her orders were not 
to admit any body elfe,. except when

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fhe had card or mufical parties; and then 
his lordthip ufed to ftay after the company 
were gone, fometimes till one or two 
o'clock in the morning: and the deponent 
further faith, that it is cuftomary not to 
carry candles till they are rung for, and — 
her Grace did not give any particular 
orders not to bring candles when the faid’ 
Lord Offory was with her; but they have. 
frequently remained together. alone in the 
dark, without candles, for an hour or 
two: and the deponent faith, that, in 
confequence of hearing her Grace’s bell 
ring, the deponent, once in particular, went

He further depofes and fays, that her 
Grace the Dutchefs of Grafton left Bright- 
helmftone fome time in or about the month 
of September, as he beft remembers, and 
went from thence to his Grace the Duke 
of Richmond’s, at Goodwood Park, in the 
faid county of Suflex, where the ftaid two 
or three days, and then came to her houfe 
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in Seymour Place, London, where fhe 
itaid two or three days, and then went out 
of town to the feat of her Grace’s father, 
the Lord Ravenfworth in the North: and 
the deponent did not attend her Grace in 
the North, but was left at her Grace’s 
houfe in Seymour Place. .

‘near Kingfton, in the county of Surry ;

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Offory almoft daily vifited her Grace; and 
two or three meffages to and from Lord 
Offory and her Grace, paffed almoft daily ;

ALEXANDER ALIBERT, of Little

WILLIAM TRAYS, butler to-her 
Grace the Dutchefs of Grafton, one of 
the parties in ‘this caufe, aged thirty-fix 
years, a witnefs produced and {worn, de- 
pofes and fays, that, in the month of 
Auguft, 1755, he went to live as a foot-

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man > with ‘his Grace; Auguftus-Henry

Eufton; by which means he became ac-

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ponent was applied to by Robert Adair, 
Efq. furgeon, in Argyle Buildings, to have 
this deponent’s' opinion and advice, in a 
cafe which diftreffed him ‘exceedingly ; and 
told the deponent, that a lady fufpected 
herfelf to be with child in her hufband’s 
abfence, and that fhe had applied to him 
both as a friend, and as a perfon of {kill, 
to aflift her with his council in her dif- 
trefs: and he further told the deponent, 
that he had been in fuch diftrefS fince he 
had been made a confidant thereof, that 
he could hardly fleep, becaufe he could 
not well refufe any affiftance, that might 
be in his power, to a lady in fo unhappy. a 
fituation, efpecially as fhe had trufted him 
with a fecret; yet, as he had fo high an.
